University Police and administration have 
kicked off an awareness campaign to inform 
students about Cal State Long Beach’s new 
skateboarding policy, which allows skate- 
boarding on-campus for the first time in 
school history. 

“What we intend to do for the next six 
months is to have an active [awareness] cam- 

- paign,” said Mary Stephens, vice president of 
administration and finance. “We don’t want to 
start by ticketing.” 

In addition to “pedestrian access only” 
signs that are now posted throughout campus, 
some University Police officers and com- 
munity service officers are informing skate- 
boarders on campus about the new policy and 
handing out informative pamphlets, Univer- 
sity Police Chief Fernando Solorzano said. 

“This is kind of a way for the university to 
say, ‘We understand skateboards are no longer 
just toys; however, we have to have some pa- 
rameters for safety,” he said. 

After this six-month period, Solorzano 
said, an assessment will be made to determine 
if more time is needed to educate students 
about the new policy. He said observations of 
student behavior will be the main factor in de-

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Students share secrets on art display

Cal State Long Beach students re- 
vealed their deepest secrets in public 
this week. 

The campus organization Intervar- 
sity Christian Fellowship (ICF) set 
up several booths throughout campus 


Wednesday, where students could 
write their secrets on flash cards and 
hang them on clotheslines around 
campus. 

Junior theatre major, leader of the 

Black Campus Ministries and ICF 
member Monique Sypkens said the 
purpose of the event was to allow stu- 
dents to anonymously reveal their se- 
crets and offer the campus community 
a release from the burden of carrying 
such secrets. 


Students could either hand their 
flashcards to an ICF member, who 
would then hang it up for display, or 
submit the card in a box for extra con- 
fidentiality, Sypkens said. 

While some students shared health 
secrets and bodily insecurities, others 
wrote that they had participated to get 
the free doughnut being offered. 

Sypkens said the secret-telling was 
intended to reflect a story from the 
Bible. In the story, a woman who was 
deemed promiscuous and sinful by 
society confessed her secrets to Jesus 
Christ, at which point he revealed he

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After serving as chair of the music 
department for 12 years, Para held a 
number of other positions before finally 
becoming provost and senior vice presi- 
dent for academic affairs, a position he 
held for three years. 

“Frankly, when I started in a univer- 
sity, I didn’t even know what a provost 
was,” Para said. “My ambition was to be 
a good faculty member and write some 
good music and teach responsibly.” 

After 14 years in the music depart- 
ment, Para said Alexander asked him 
to serve as interim provost. Following 
a national search, Para was named pro- 
vost. 

Three years later, after Alexander 


- left, Cal State University Chancellor 


Timothy P. White asked Para to act as 
CSULB’s interim president. 

“Dr. Para’s deep roots in the [CSU] 
system, and his unwavering advocacy 
of academic excellence at the Beach, 
made him a natural choice to lead the 
campus through a period of transi- 
tion,” White said. “He drew from his 
background as a CSU faculty member 
to bring forward multiple innovative 
initiatives as provost and interim pres- 
ident ... He will be greatly missed in 
retirement.” 

Para said that each president before 
him has left a mark at CSULB. 

“T don’t think I have a legacy. I think 
we have a legacy as a campus,” Para 
said. “A mission and focus on student 


success and our graduation rates — 
that’s part of our legacy.” 

Alexander, who is now system presi- 
dent of Louisiana State University and 
chancellor of LSU A&M College, said 
that Para excelled in the multiple posi- 
tions he held at CSULB. 

“The real measure of how effec- 
tive [Para] has been as a provost and 
interim president is that [CSULB] has 
never seen or enjoyed as high of gradu- 
ation rates in its history,’ Alexander 
said. “No one thought we would hit 60 
percent [graduation rates]. Para had ... 
everybody engaged in that topic, and he 
did an outstanding job in helping our 
students understand the full value of 
why they are there.” 

Though Para is retiring, his involve- 
ment with the campus won’t end abrupt- 
ly, he said. 

“T’ve committed to making the tran- 
sition with the new president as smooth 
as possible,” Para said. “That is, I’ll be 
around to help them as long as he or she 
wants me to.” 

Para said that no matter who fills 
the presidential position, CSULB as a 
university will continue on as it has for 
years. 

“In my opinion, CSULB has never 
been a personality-based institution; it’s 
a mission-based institution,” Para said. 
“There hasn’t been any kind of revolu- 
tion when new leadership has come in. 
[The new president] will make their 
mark on the campus, but the evolution 
of the campus will continue along the 
same path it is on now.” 
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was the Messiah. 

Sypkens said that ICF aimed to get 
“quality over quantity” secrets from stu- 
dents who participated. Some revealed 
that they were scared to be alone, bur- 
dened by their parents’ divorce or mo- 
lested. 


“We offer prayer afterwards a lot of 
the time,” Sypkens said. 

Susie Mayer, senior fashion design 
major and a Bible study leader, said that 
reading some of the secrets was “emo- 
tionally overwhelming” because she re- 
lates with problems other students kept 
to themselves.

ing it to an ICF member. 

Martinez said he confessed that he is 
“not ready to grow up” and he is afraid 
of “getting pushed into the real world” 
after he graduates. 

When Martinez said he saw people 
had written secrets similar to his, it 
gave him “a little more encouragement 
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to pull it off.” 

He said he thinks the event is a great 
way to encourage people to get out of 
their comfort zones. 

“Tt shows that we’re not afraid to let go 
of the things that hold us back,” he said. 

The event will be held near the Col- 
lege of Business Administration again 
from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. today and next 
week in other locations throughout 
campus.

Turner said all college students who 
have a valid student email address can 
get.a free Amazon Student trial for six 
months. After that period, students who 
choose to sign up can do so for $39 per 
year for four years. 

“We've been visiting colleges and 
universities for several semesters now,” 
Turner said. “But we hope to be back 
soon.” 
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were riding dangerously. 

But with the new policy, he said, 
enforcement will soon be more strict. 

“What’s going to help us here is 
if we see somebody using a coasting 
device in the designated areas, there’s 
going to be no question about whether 
we ticket or not, once the education 
period has ended,” he said. 

The skateboarding policy also 
requires that students do not skate 
in pedestrian-only zones, which are 
located in heavily trafficked areas, 
such as the walkway through upper 
campus and Brotman Hall. In these 
areas, students are asked to step off 
their skateboards and walk, Solor- 
zano said. 

The new policy also sets a five mph 
speed limit on skateboards and other 
coasting devices, such as roller skates 
and scooters. 

Citations could be issued to skate- 
boarders if they are seen blatantly dis- 
regarding the policy and acting reck- 
lessly, University Police Lieutenant 
Richard Goodwin said. 

Stephens said the skateboarding 
policy applies to everyone on campus, 
including students and non-students. 

“If we use [skateboards] like bikes, 
there’s no reason we can’t learn to live 
with each other,” Stephens said. 

Stephens also said that the new 
policy took several months to develop. 

“The [former] Long Beach munici- 
pal code said no skateboarding [was 
allowed,]” Stephens said. “It was an 
unsustainable position to take.” 

In order for CSULB to create its 
own policy that would allow skate- 
boarders to ride on campus, Stephens 
said, Solorzano had to attend a City 
Council meeting to appeal the city’s 
municipal code. 

Campus administrators also 
worked closely with Associated Stu- 
dents Inc. President John Haberstroh 
and a group of students who skate- 
board on campus to review the policy 
before it was enacted, Stephens said.

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Obama’s speech finds harmony between NSA and civil liberties

President Barack Obama’s recent 
speech announcing his intent to reform 
the National Security Administration 
(NSA) is a step in the right direction 
for civil liberties, although his speech 
left out many details on how he would 
execute these reforms. 

“Those who are troubled by our 
existing programs are not interested in 
a repeat of 9/11, and those who defend 
these programs are not dismissive of 


civil liberties,” Obama said. “The chal- 
lenge is getting the details right, and 
that’s not simple.” 

The speech attempted to strike a bal- 
ance between national security and civil 
liberties. Obama, however, did concede 
that there was need for reform. 

“Tn the long, twilight struggle against 
communism, we had been reminded that 
the very liberties that we sought to pre- 
serve could not be sacrificed at the altar 
of national security,” he said. “I would 
not be where Iam today were it not for 
the courage of dissidents like [Martin 
Luther] King, who were spied on by their 
own government.” 

Part of the details that Obama men- 


tioned were attempts to scale back the 
government’s access to metadata, which 
could mean that the data collected by 
the many dragnet surveillance programs 
employed by the NSA would not be 
instantly accessible to the government 
unless they had a direct reason to access 
the data. 

Obama, though, has not laid out the 
details in whether or not the data would 
be in the custody of the telecommunica- 
tions companies or if the data would be 
held by a third party. 

He did specify that government 
agencies could not access information 
from people that were more than two 
“hops,” or two degrees of separation, 


away from an intended target. He said 
each request to access the metadata 
must go through the Foreign Intelli- 
gence Surveillance Court before it can 
collect only the data pertinent to each 
individual case. 

While many of these proposed 
reforms are a welcome change of tone for 
civil liberties activists, some critics are 
left wondering if Obama can accomplish 
the reforms by having it pass through a 
do-nothing congress. 

Until the reforms become law, the 
NSA will continue to collect bulk data. 
Whistleblower and fugitive Edward 
Snowden continues to release tiny por- 
tions of the government documents that 


reveal the full extent of the government’s 
dragnet programs, which now include 
the contents of more than 200 million 
texts sent daily, according to the Los 
Angeles Times. 

As the greater extent of surveil- 
lance programs unravel itself through 
Snowden’s leaks, public outcry will con- 
tinue to push back against the govern- 
ment. It is unthinkable that Americans 
will remain complacent as Snowden 
continues to leak more documents to the 
media. 3 

The government must act soon in 
order to remain legitimate; otherwise 
voters might react accordingly in the 
upcoming midterm elections.

Riding on any architectural or landscape features other 
than sidewalks is prohibited. All wheels of the device must be in 
contract with the ground while in use. 


The use of coasting devices is prohibited within any building, any 
covered area and in the designated pedestrian-only zones (see 
attached map). 


Persons using roller skater or rollerblades must remove them before 
entering all university buildings. 

Persons violating these prohibitions may be cited under C.V.C 21113(g) 
regarding local jurisdiction over bicycles, skateboards and roller 
skates.

The use of coasting devices on campus carries with 
it responsibility and liability. Please ride carefully and 
with all due consideration for the rights of others. 
Accidental collisions may seriously injure pedestrians, , 
bicyclists, or other skaters. A person riding roller .

all medical expenses of that victim and any damage 
done to the victim’s property.

Like a less melodic Distillers and 
a rougher Alkaline Trio, Against Me! 
has always been the punk band with po- 
litically charged yet simple, sing-a-long 
lyrics.

“Transgender Dysphoria Blues” has 
been in the works since 2012, but the full 
album was released on Tuesday. Like 
always, Against Me!’s apathy is what 
makes them so lovable, for instance, 
their lack of rhyme verse and roughly re-

garage and released 
the next day. 

The charge, how- 
ever, is wearing off 
now. The quality 
of their recordings 
has improved over 
the last decade, like 
much of their older music, but it’s not 
something you'll be able to sing along 
with like their old classics, “Baby, I’m 
an Anarchist” and “Sink Florida Sink.” 

Some of their older albums held the 
brightest flame in “Reinventing Axl 
Rose”, and it’s still blazing in “Forever 
The Eternal Cowboy,” with songs like 
“Cavalier Eternal,” where Gable unfor- 
gettably recited “... this just isn’t love/ it’s 
just the remorse of the loss of a feeling.” 

“J Was A Teenage Anarchist” in 
their 2011 album “White Crosses” 
said goodbye to the lovable era of raw, 


acoustic rebellion music for which 
Against Me! was loved by Mohawked 
moshers in patched jean and leather 
jackets. Ever since, they haven’t been 
quite the same. 

The change in attitude, though, 
didn’t come out of thin air. 

Having struggled with gender dys- 
phoria, or gender identity disorder, 
since birth, front man Tom Gable pub- 
lically admitted in May 2012 during 
an interview with Rolling Stone that 
he was changing his identity to Laura 
Jane Grace. 

Although they reemerged a few 
months after Grace’s announcement, 
drummer Jay Weinberg split and bassist 
Andrew Seward left, leaving only lead 
guitarist Bowman and Grace (who is 
bowman?) to carry on the legacy. 

Loyal fans were wondering what 
would happen if Grace embraced her 
gender issues and went through with 
the transition that shocked their fans, 


and “Transgender Dysphonia Blues” re- 
veals what’s really under Grace’s skirt. 

Although it’s not as passionate as one 
might hope, the new album contains a 
sensibility that has gradually accumu- 
lated since Grace’s transition. This new 
album overtly and openly shows the 
band’s stance on gender issues, namely 
Grace’s own uncensored commentary. 

Grace repeats “there will always 
be a difference between me and you,” 
in their song “Drinking With The 
Jocks,” and sings about silicone and 
fake breasts, “I don’t have the heart to 
match /The one pricked into your fin- 
ger...” in “F**kmylife666.” 

“You want them to notice the ragged 
ends of your summer dress / You want 
them to see you like they see any other 
girl / They just see a faggot,” she sings 
in the title track with hints of hatred 
and pain in “Black Me Out,” which is 
arguably the most powerful track that 
culminates the album.

Writer-turned-actor-turned- 
rapper Childish Gambino 
dropped his sophomore*album 
“Because the Internet”, show- 
casing his growing talent and 
artistic creativity in a concept 
album that people will either 
love or hate.

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Tarkanian to visit as Long Beach State hosts CSUN 


Hall of Fame coach 
Jerry Tarkanian will 
visit with players on 
Saturday.

The Long Beach State men’s basket- 
ball team will try to build upon its road 
win over Cal Poly when it hosts Cal 
State Northridge this weekend, but be- 
fore then, former 49er head coach Jerry 
Tarkanian will pay a visit to The Beach. 

Tarkanian, who was inducted into 
the Naismith Memorial Basketball Hall 
of Fame in September, will meet with 
players before Saturday’s game against 
the Matadors. Current head coach Dan 
Monson said the credibility and experi- 
ence Tarkanian has will translate well 
to his team. 

“Tt’s not just a hall of fame coach with 
knowledge,” Monson said. “It’s mean- 


ingful to our kids. It’s amazing, but a- 


guy like that will say the same things 
that we will, but it will ring a little truer 
[for the players].” 

On the court, the 49ers (6-12, 2-2 Big 
West) will take on fourth-place CSUN. 
The Matadors (10-9, 2-2 Big West) 
opened conference play with a pair of 
wins but have struggled since, dropping 
games to Cal Poly and UC Santa Bar- 
bara. 

“Northridge is very dangerous,” 
Monson said. “They’re the most athletic 
team in the [Big West].” 

Led by 2012-13 All-Big West hon- 
orable mention Stephen Maxwell, the 
Matadors have scored 74.6 points per 
game this season, good for third in the 
Big West. Maxwell ranks third in the 
conference with 17.1 points per game 
and second with 8.4 rebounds per game.

“They’re very aggressive,’ Monson 
said. “As most Northridge games are, 
it’s going to be a great ballgame. We’re 
going to have to disrupt them somehow 
and not let them get into an offensive 
flow.” 

For LBSU, the biggest adjustment 
may come the week before the game, as 
players will have to once again balance 
basketball with school. After enjoying 
nearly a month where basketball was the 


only thing to focus on, the start of classes 
have introduced another priority. 

“We think we’re a wannabe NBA 
team when we’re not in school,” Mon- 
son said. “We have all day to watch 


- film and practice in the morning, then 


come back and get shots up at night. The 
month of Christmas break is my favorite 
time to coach.” 

Even with classes taking up time 
that was available over break, the 49ers 


have a slight advantage over CSUN in 
that they will play only one game this 
weekend, whereas the Matadors also 
have to visit UC Irvine on Thursday. 
Because the Big West has only nine 
members this year, each team will have 
two weeks of the conference season 
with only one game. For the 49ers, one 
of those is this week. 

Tip-off for Saturday’s game is set for 
4 p.m. at the Walter Pyramid.

LBSU will return six 
seniors after setting 
the school record 
for wins last year.

The Long Beach State women’s 
water polo team returns to the pool 
this season to kick off the year with 
its highest ranking to open a season 
since 2006. 

The 49ers are ranked 11th by the 
Collegiate Water Polo Association 
in the preseason poll. 

It is a much-anticipated season 
for LBSU after the team went 25-7 
last year, finishing third in the Big 
West Tournament. 

A strong 2013 campaign has 
raised the bar for LBSU, and 49ers 
coach Gavin Arroyo is eager to see

his team live up to the heightened 
expectations. 

“They’re elevated,” he said of 
the team’s expectations. “Last year 
was a ‘get back on track’ year. Now 
we have to maintain that or im- 
prove on it.” 

The 49ers will try to build on 
their recent success. Six seniors 
have returned for The Beach, in- 
cluding goalkeeper Kelly Ringel. 
Ringel’s 274 saves last year were the 


second-highest save total for a 49er 
in a single season. 

The Beach is hoping to see con- 
tinued production from Chelsea 
Parks and Coriann Snyder in the 
coming year. Parks scored 60 goals 
to lead LBSU last season, and Sny- 
der ranked third on the team with 39 
tallies. 

Arroyo said the experience and 
leadership of the aforementioned 
senior trio is invaluable to his squad. - 


“I think that confidence plays 
a big role for them,” he said. 
“They’ve been through it all. They 
are pretty comfortable in their own 
skin.” 

The 2014 schedule will begin 
with a pair of games against ranked 
teams Saturday in the UC Santa 
Barbara Invitational. LBSU_ will 


face No. 4 California before squar- 
ing off with No. 20 Pacific.
